as well as we and were not likely to 


us off 

Fortunately the weather, which had 
been thick when we struck and con- 
tinued thick, clenred at sunset, and 
there was a three-quarter moon in the 
eust. 

We had counted on this to help us 
even more than the tide, for with its 
Nebt we could see our enemies. With 
wut it they could climb to our decks 
under vover of the darkness and over- 
power us by force of numbers. 

Our tuckiest find in the way of de- 
fenpse was some barbed wire fencing 
stowed away in the cargo. We 
stretched it uround the gunwale. We 
didn't consider iv sufficient to keep off 
an evemy, but excellent for purposes 
of delay. We put two rows, one above 
the other, from stern to midships in 
order to make it easier for the blacks 
to attack us aft, thus concentrating 
them to our advantage.

They do not want, and now will not 
have, fruits, jams, ete., in which cer- 
tain preservatives are used, peanuts 
that have been varnished to make 
them look nice, éte. Of the groceries 
tested in the laboratory one of the 


| most frequently adulterated is baking 


delightful concoction, 
tart proved to be puff- 
paste made with alum, with a_ jelly 
centre dyed with coal-tar. The art- 
icle goes on to say: “So little baking 
powder is used in some homes 
oe product would seem comparative- 

unimportant. 
baking powder, however, is used 
the bought.cake and biscuits, and a 
great deal of this is 
The adulteration may be by ammonia, 
which is fraudulent but not injurious, 
or by alum, which is decidedly injur- 
ious, as it hardens the tissues of the 
mucous membranes. As a precaution, 
look at the label and see if the in- 
gredients are stated. Better refuse it 
if alum or something that looks like 
alum (such as alumina) is one of 
them, or if the ingredients are not 


powder. A

well to select some other brand. 

Jams, jellies, catsups, confections, 
gelatines, desert powders, flavoring 
ap hw are often colored with coal- 
tar dyes. These dyes are sometimes 
tat dyes. but very frequently injuri- 
ous depending on the particular com- 
bination. There is one bottle of Creme 
de Menthe at. the Normal School 
which contains a coal-tar dye suffici- 
ently poisonous to have killed 
people. The bottle is almost full but | 
the small amount used caused the ! 
death of a man and his wife, and then | 
the product was sent for analysis. Ex- 
tracts are also adulterated with wood 
alcohol and with tumeric, a fraudulent 
adulterant. 

No doubt many. cities and towns 
will profit by Westfield’s experience 
and follow its example.—(Canadian 
Home Journal.) -

He did not make any complaint, 
however, as he understood the ex- 
igencies of the situation in Germany 
precluded any such consultation. 

Herr Von Kiderlen-Waechter’s state- 
ment was not complete so that he (Sir 
Edward Grey) was under no necessity 
of putting the part taken by the Brit- 
ish foreign office before the House of 
Commons in a fuller manner. 

The communication made to the 
British foreign office by the German 
ambassador. Count Paul Molff-Met- 
ternich on July 1 in regard to the de- 
spatch of the German gunboat Panth- 
er to Agadir, in southern  Motocco, 
and the ambassador’s explanation in 
regard to that matter, continued Sir 
Edward Grey, made it clear that Ger- 
many regarded a return to the status 
quo in Morocco as impossible, and 
that Germany’s real object was a de- 
finite solution of the whole Moroccan 
question.

“A farmer should always keep a 
good supply of seed on hand, so that 
when a bad season comes and the 
season is poor he will always have 
good seed to plant for the next year,” 
he said. “TI have planted the very 
best I could get always and whenever 
our grain was particularly good I put 
aside sufficient to last for a number of 
years if necessary.” 

The process of agriculture employed 
on the Maynard farm is not unusual. 
The seed was sown three inches» deep 
by a press drill. When it had come 
above the ground a harrow was pass- 
ed over the field once and then, with 
good weather conditions, Mr. Maynard 
always had a good harvest, so he de- 
clares. 

Never has he sown wheat on a piece 
of land oftener than once every three 
years. After a crop of wheat he grows 
oats or other grain, and then summer 
fallows one season.

Lord alone must be exalted, and with 
Him alone must we be occupied. 
Four times they tried in a similar 
way to entice Him, but he was en- 
abled to resist them every time (verse 
4). An old tady who endeavored to 
find something good in every one and 
everything ‘was once asked if she ever 
saw anything good in the devil. She 
thoughtfully replied, ‘“Well, he is very 
persistent.’? These enemies of Nehe- 
miah were evidently in his employ. As 
to Nehemiah, he was steadfast, un- 
movable, abounding in the work of the 
Lord, knowing that his labor was not 
in vain in‘the Lord (I Cor. xv, 58). 

The fifth temptation was in the form 
of an open letter by Sanballat’s serv- 
ant, in which was written a report that 
Nehemiah and the Jews thought to 
rebel and make Nehemiah king, and 
therefore they had built the wall and 
appointed prophets to preach that he 
was king in Jerusalem.

HON. C. J. DOHERTY COULDN'T 
STEAL A MAN'S BED. 


Career of New Minister of Justice Has 
Been a Remarkable One In Many 
Respects—Few Men Give Up a 
Judgeship at the Age of Fifty to 
Take Up the Uncertainties of Polli- 
tics—Friend of Everything Irish. 


Hon. ©. J. Doherty, the new Minis- 
ter of Justice, went to a well-known 
apartment house in Ottawa when he 
arrived to take up his official duties 
and asked for a bachelor suite until 
such time as his family should arrive, 
says Saturday Night. He was shown 
to a certain apartment by the janitor 
and was proceeding to make himself 
comfortable for the night, when he 
heard unmistakable sounds of heavy 
breathing from the bedroom, off the 
sitting-room. He opened the door and 
peeped in, and to his .surprise the 
vigorous sleeper was none other than 
William Stevens Fielding, ex-Minister 
of Finance. 

“Look here.” said Mr. Doherty to 
the janitor, “I don’t mind turning a 
man out of office, but I can’t very 
well turn him out of bed!’” 

It is given to few lawyers to have 
had a successful career at the Bar, 
and then on the Bench, and to be 
able to retire while still but little 
more than fifty years of age, but that 
is what Hon. Mr. Doherty’has done. 

The fact that although he is a re- 
tired judge he is still in the prime of 
life explains the reason why, on tak- 
ing leave of the Bench,’ he entered 
upon another career, becoming at a 
single bound, one of the leading men 
in the Conservative party. 

No man in recent years ‘has caused 
so much comment and even: criticism, 
on taking up politics, as did Mr. Do- 
herty when hs announced that instead 
of taking the part of an. armchair 
critic according to the tradition of 
retired judges, he intended to join the

A Montrealer by birth, Mr. Doherty 
comes of an old Irish family. He 
graduated from the St. Mary’s Jesuit 
College, took a law course with flying 
colors and a gold medal] at McGill, 
and within eleven years was selected 
a member of the council of the Bar 
and created a Queen’s Counsel, fol- 
lowing this up by taking over the 
chair of Civil Law at McGill Univer- 
sity. Four years after becoming a 
Q.C. he was raised to the Bench. Dur- 
ing his legal career Mr. Doherty offi- 
ciated in many of the most celebrated 
cases of the day. 

Always a man of exceptional activi- 
ty, Mr. Doherty has from the first 
been associated with every movement 
a Montreal making for the welfare of 
is Irish compatriots, and he was one 
of the delegates chosen to go to the 
Irish National Convention in Dublin 
in 1895.

Sound Mares as Necessary 
Bred Stallions. 

It requires skill and a liberal sys 
tem of feeding to grow and develop a 
high grade draft horse for market, 
writes W. Milton Kelly in Country 
Gentleman. ‘The actual difference in 
cost between growing the right kind 
and mongrelis is so very small that it is 
folly for a man to start the business 
with a lot of old nondescript mares 
and depend on the good qualities of 
the stallion to correct their natural 
weaknesses and deformities in the 
progeny, The man who knows bow to 
care for and feed his farm teams 80) 
that they will keep in good flesh and 
vigorous condition can afford to invest | 
a few hundred dollars in good brood | 
mares and grow horses for market, | 
The farmer who is in a position to; 
market one or two good draft teams | 
each year has an additfonal income | 
that is from a much easier and more 


certain source than many other 
branches of stock feeding. 
After selecting a few well bred 


mares that are free from all heredi- 
tary disease mate them with a statlion 
of one of the leading draft breeds, and 
one that is not only a good individual, 
but a true type and representative of 
his breed. The stallion should not 
weigh to exceed 500 pounds more than 
the mare with which be is to be mat- 
ed. In all lines of stock breeding we 
find that nature abhors a union of 
widely different types and that it will 
usually produce better results to mate | 
the mares with stallions somewhere} 
near their weight and resembling them 
in form and general characteristics. 

While some farmers are beginning te 
appreciate the importance of using 
sound, pure bred stallions, the equal 
importance of using sound mares is 
not yet generally understood, When a 
mare by reason of unsoundness no 
longer is fit for anything else she often 
is set aside for breeding purposes. and 
so long as this absurd and muinous pot- 
icy persists the penalty will be paid 
in the prevalence of unsound horses 
on our farms. 

The success achieved in the breeding 
of Clydesdale horses in Canada serves 
as a geod example of what can be ac- 
complished by persistency and expert 
selection. The Scottish element of

M. Maeterlinck is, perhaps, best 
known to the general English-speak- 
ing public by his fairy play ‘‘The 
Blue Bird.” Like all his work, it 
unites symbolism with artistic charm. 
“We all seek happiness, do we not?” 
said the author. ‘Well, the Blue 
Bird is happiness—the bird that is | 
never caught, Quite simple; just a 
story for children—of all ages.’ 

Maeterlinck has been called the 
Belgian Shakspere. Born at Ghent in 
1862, he studied law at the university 


But it was to literature that his 
thoughts ever turned, and after hig 
first book of poems in 1889 he wrota 
“Pelleas and Melisande,” ‘‘Monna 
Vanna,” ‘“‘The Life of The Bee,” and 
other plays and books by which his 
name has become world-famous. 

The Nobel prizes were instituted by 
Mr. Alfred Nobel; the Swedish inven- 
tor of dynamite, who left his fortune 
of nearly $€,500,000 as a fund for the 
benefit of persons who in five different 
fields of progressive activity contribut- 
ed to the welfare of mankind and the 
peace of the world.

Clanricarde, ‘ireland’s Grestest Ty 
rant, to Sell His Property. 

Nothing so significant has happened 
in the history of Ireland for many a 
day as the decision of Lord Clanri- 
carde to sell his estates to his _ten- 
ants, announced recently by John 
Dillon at a meeting at Portumna, 
County Galway, in the heart of the 
Clanricarde country. 

Perhaps no Irish landlord has been 
more execrated than Clanricarde, anc 
certainly none has deserved it more 
When others were reducing rents, and 
even waiving them in hard times, 
Clanricarde exacted the uttermost 
farthing and evicted and burned with- 
out merey when they were not forth. 
coming. His estate has been in a con. 
dition of actual war thirty years. 

How pitiless he was is proved by 
the. fact that the men of his own 
class even refused to associate with 
him. Things were made so unpleas- 
ant for him he was not seen in the 
House of Lords for many years, and 
when he did make his appearance a 
couple of years ago to vote on a divi- 
sion of great importance to his class 
he wag shunned by every one. 

A great English landlord, Lord St. 
Aldwyn, who is better known by his 
former title of Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, even went so far in a debate 
as to declare that Clanricarde’s vote 
in favor of a measure was equal to 
half a dozen votes against it, and to 
denounce him as a disgrace to land. 
lordism. 

Clanricarde has not been in Ireland 
for at least thirty years, and probably 
for a good deal longer. He had not 
even the courage to face his tenants, 
but left that dangerous work to his 
agents, and more than one resigned 
rather than carry out his orders. 

He lived alone in London, occupy- 
ing a little flat in Piccadilly, amusin 
himself by collecting pictures an 
antiques. Although a herr man, 
he probably spends less on himsel! 
than most clerks, and few of the peo- 
ple who meet the queer old man in the 
garb of nearly a century ago walking 
along Piccadilly every fine morning, 
realize this is the.man whose fame ar 
the worst landlord even Ireland ever 
produced is known to all the world. 

The pity of it is that Clanricarde ie 
the last of a race that has been great 
in Ireland nearly 700 years, and some 
of whose members really served their 
country. His name is Hubert George 
du Burgh Canning, but the “Canning” 
was added a counie of generations ago. 
He is therefore the head of the great 
Burke family. . 

The first of the race in Ireland was 
Richard de Burgh, who was lord lieu- 
tenant in 1227, and who received the 
title of Lord of Connaught. His son 
became Earl of Ulster, and four gen- 
erations later the present title was 
created; Other*branches of the family 
are the Earls of Mayo and Viscounts 
of Galway. 

There isn’t any doubt that Lord 
Clanricarde has made up his mind to 
sell his estates because he sees that 
Home Rule is inevitable, and knows 
he will receive much less considera- 
tion from an Irish executive than he 
will in making a bargain with the 
congested districts commissioners, to 


| whom he has signified his willingness 


to consider a fair offer. 


Story of Self Help. 

A man who began his working ca. 
reer as a scissors-grinder in Sheffield, 
England, and married on a wage of 
only $6 a week, has just died worth 
$100,000, and has left bequests of $2,- 
500 each to four charitable institu- 
tions of the city. 

He was Mr. David Fenby, glass and 
china dealer, the proprietor of a very 
large business, which he acquired as a 
result of hard work and thrifty habits, 
in which his wife shared. 

When he was earning his small 
wage the couple always managed to 
save something, and when they had a 
little capital they started a small gen- 
eral grocery business in a back street, 
He purchased a donkey and hired a 
cart, and after two years in business 
was able to take a grocer’s shop with 
an off-license. After nine years he 
had saved enough to buy:the shop 
and nine adjoining houses. At the 
same time he was carrying on a busi- 
ness as furniture remover, his wife 
looking after the shop. 

He was afterwards able to move to 
bigger premises and became a wealthy 
man, but he and his wife continued 
to live in a very moderate style.

STAYED WITH CANADA 


GENERAL COTTON ENTERED THE 
MILITIA IN 1866, 


Commander of the Military Division 
of Westefn Ontario Has a Record 
of Continuous Service Ih Behalf of 
the Dominion, Whereas So Many 
Have Devoted Their Talents to the 
Imperial Army. 


General Wm. H. Cotton, comimander 
of the military district of Western 
Ontario, has approved of a course of 
lectures on military training at the 
University of Toronto, which began 
recently with signal success. Tha 
attractiveness of officerships in the

militia is becoming a very attractive 
one to young men who intend to take 
on professions throughout the coun- 
ry. 

General Cotton, who in 1908 suc- 
ceeded General Otter in command of 
the district from Toronto to Windsor, 
with headquarters in the former city, 
is not widely known to the Toronto 
public, because of his brief residence 
there, nearly all his life having been 
spent in Quebec or Eastern Ontario. 
An astonishing number of Canadians 
have gone in for regular military ser- 
vice, but most of these are officers in 
the Imperial army. General Cotton, 
like Genera] Otter, is one of the few 
who have-achieved distinction by serv- 
ing wholly with the established forces 
in the Dominion. He was born in 
Montreal sixty-three years ago, and 
has been continuously in military ser- 
vice since 1866, serving with the gar- 
‘risons at Quebec and Ottawa until 
his present appointment was made.

An interview with an engineer given 
recently in a western paper to the ef- 
fect that there is abundant timber 
on the line of the Hudson Bay Rail-| 
way is an illustration of the. misap- 
in regard to the matter | 
Be- 
cause there are large areas of land in} 
the north on which there is timber of | 
some kind the conclusion is reached | 
that it is all c& present value and that 
the country has an unlimited supply 
As a matter of fact a careful inspec- | 
tion of the timber along the line of 
the Hudson Bay Railway made in the 
years 1910 and 1911, by the Forestry 
Branch of the Department of the In- 
terior, shows that there is not enough 
mature timber along the line of tha’ | 
railway to build the road. There are 
no prairie districts of any extent along 
the route, there are trees everywhere, 
but owing to repeated fires the forest 
is, except on the nearest fraction of | 
the area, too small for commercial } 
purposes and unless it can be protect. | 
ed from fire until it reaches maturity, | 
will never be of any use to the coun- 
try. Explorations in other parts of 
the northern forested districts tell the 
same tale, Everywhere fire has work | 
ed havoc, and the forest is a mere 
wreck of what it might have been if | 
fires could be prevented. And unless 
adequate measures are taken now to} 
protect young and immature forests | 
part of the} 
stand, the outlook for the future 
none too good. 

If the northern forests are to con- 
tinue to be a permanent source of | 
wealth to the country it is absolutely |
